~ Of this board the three members 
who are reappointed are John .T, 
Brantley, of Blackshear; Richard 
Johnson, of Gray, and Dr. Thomas R. 
Wright, of Augusta. 

In Throes of. Investigation. 

During the past term the asylum has 
been in the throes of several investi- 
gations which have kept the institu- 
tion in the limelight for months. 

Following a number of complaints 
against the conductof the imstitution, 
the most notable being that of R. E. 
Dunnington, of Augusta, whose con- 
duct gained him state-wide notoriety, 
a commission of three members, was 
appointed to make an investigation. 

The report made by this commission 
was a most thorough one, containing 
a number of extremely’ sensational 
charges. 

This commission reported that sev- 
eral of the patients had been grossly 
mistreated; declared that two women 
had been kept for a whole day in the 
basement of the building by employees 
of the institution; asserted that tuber- 
culosis was flourishing to an enorm- 
ous extent in the asylum, and found 
that the class of employees was open 
to criticism. 

Following this report the legisla- 
ture passed a resolution calling for a 
complete investigation of the conduct 
of the institution and a committee was 
appointed to make the probe. |

Washington, December 10.—The bat- 
tleships Georgia and Nebraska collided 
Thursday afternoon while engaged in 
tactical exercises off the Virginia 
capes. 

The effects of the collision were not 
serious, and the two ships were able 
to return to Hampton Roads today with 
the entire fleet. Rivets in the two ves- 
sels were strained. 

This information came to the navy 
department this afternoon from Rear 
Admiral Schroeder, commanding the 
fleet. 

Commander A. H. Davis, executive 
officer of the Georgia, was in charge| 
of her, Captain Potts, the recent com- 
mander of the battleship, having been 
relieved and his successor not yet ap- 
pointed, Rear Admiral Comly, in com- 
mand of the third division of the fleet, 
was also on the Georgia. 

The Nebraska was in command of 
Captain John F. Newton.

FOR THE IRISH 


British Prime Minister Henry 
Asquith Pledges His Aid 
to This End, 


IRISH LEADERS PLEASED 
WITH PREMIER'S STAND 


‘| Regard the Premier’s State- 
ment as Clearing ¢ Way Ef- 
fectively for Home Rule in 
Ireland,” Declares’ T. P. 
O’Connor, the Irish Leader, 
Now in the United States. 


London, December 10.—At a monster 
meeting tonight in Albert hall, Her- 
bert Henry Asquith, the British prime 
minister, laid down the policy on which 
the liberal government is appealing to 
the country. He repeated what had 
been said by other ministers—that if 
returned to power the government 
would demand the limitation of the 
power of the house of lords—and then 
went a step further, and pledged that 
the liberal party would grant self-gov- 
ernment to Ireland. 

No Women in the Hall, 

The audience was composed entire- 
ly of men, women having been denied 
admission in the fear that there might 
be demonstrations by suffragettes. 
Every corner in the hall had been 
searched during the day for women, 
and a small band of them was routed 
out, but they managed to get two male 
supporters into the meeting, who inter- 
rupted Mr. Asquith momentarily with 
cries of ‘Votes for women.” Then they 
were promptly ejected. 

Mr. Asquith was not alone In giving 
to the people their first real touch of 
the campaign, for Arthur J. Balfour, 
leader of the opposition in.the house 
of commons, made a simultaneous plea 
to them in a quiet, dignified election 
manifesto, addressed to the electors of 
the city of London, who have chosen 
him as their candidate. 

Turns Attention to Ireland. 

After referring to the action of the 
house of lords, the matter of Welsh 
religious equality and the fate of cer- 
tain Scottish land bills, Mr. Asquith 
turned his attention to Ireland, which, 
he said, had been fortunate for once, 
because the measures sent up in her 
behalf did not come violently athwart 
the prejudices of the house of lords. 

“Speaking last year before my ac- 
cession to the premiership,” Mr. As- 
quith continued, “I described the Irish 
policy as the one unfavorable feature 
of British statesmanship. I repeat 
tonight what I said then, dnd on behalf 
of my colleagues, and I believe, on be- 
half of my party, I reiterate that this 
is a problem to be solved only in one 
way—by a policy which, while explic- 
itly safeguarding the supreme, inyvis- 
ible authority of the parliament, can 
set up in Ireland a system of full self- 
government as regards purely Irish 
affairs. 

No Question of Rivatry. 

-“There is not and cannot be any 
question of rivalry or competing for 
supremacy subject to these conditions. 
That is the liberal policy. For rea- 
Sons which we bejieve to have been 
adequate, the present parliament was 
disabled in advance from proposing any 
Such solution, but in the new house, 
the liberal government, at the head of 
a liberal majority, will be, in this mat- 
ter, entirely free.” 

Mr. Asquith defended the budget as 
necessary to social reform, and in this 
respect old-age pensions were the first 
step. he said. 

The government, he said, was con- 
fronted with three constitutional in- 
novations—first, the claim of the house 
of the lords to control in levying taxa- 
tion: second, the claim of the same 
house to the right to compel dissolu- 
tion of the popular chamber, and, third, 
the aSsertion of the house of lords of 
their power to make and unmake the 
executive government of the crown.

BROKAW WANTS 
TO REGAN FE 


But Father of the Wife 
Says “No.”’ 


Telegrams Are Read Showing 
That Brokaw Ordered His 
Servants to Keep Tab on His 
Wife --- Would Not Let Wife 
Call on Women Friends.

New York, December 10.—Circum- 
stantial revelations of ill-treatment 
with which she charges her million- 
aire husband, W, Gould Brokaw, were 
continued today when the trial of Mrs. 
Mary Blair Brokaw’s suit for a separa- 
tion and $30,000 a year alimony was 
resumed at Mineola. 

Mrs. Brokaw appeared greatly fa- 
tigued from her long direct examina- 
tion, but met the questions of her 
husband’s counsel in cross-examina- 
tion with quick answers and a show 
of spirit. The court instructed Mr. 
McIntyre, Mr. Brokaw’s counsel, to 
limit himself to events that occurred 
within three months prior to the 
scparation, and the lawyer's intention 
to go into her life history, as he said, 
was defeated. 

Counsel asked th® witness if 
ever smoked cigarettes. 

“Yes, upon one éccasion I did,” re- 
Plied Mrs. Brokaw... “I was with Mr. 
Brokaw’s sister at the time.” 

Mrs. Brokaw said that her husband 
had objected to her smoking ciga- 
rettes and she did not do it again. 

Mrs. Brokaw admitted on the stand 
that she could not remember the name 
of the clergymen who had married her. 
Counsel for the defense subsequently 
intimated that it might be shown that 
no legal marriage had taken place, 

Mrs, Brokaw’s father, James A. Blair, 
learning of this intimation, pressed 
his daughter’s lawyer to make an im- 
mediate statement, and Mr. Baldwin 
said the clergyman wh performed the 
miarriage was the Rev. Dr. Spaulding, of 
the First Presbyterian church, of Syr- 
acvse, 

The big bundle of telegrams from 
Mr. Brokaw to Mrs. Brokaw, which 
has figured in the case, Was resorted 
to again, and several messages which 
Mrs. Brokaw’s counsel desired to have 
read to the jury were admitted in evi- 
dence. : 

Mrs. Brokaw had one of these mes- 
sages handed to her. It was intro- 
duced to show that Mr. Brokaw put 
restraint on her movements while she 
was Out automobile riding. 

Other telegrams were read, indicat- 
ing that Mr. Brokaw had ordered the 
servants on the place to keep his wife 
under surveillance. Mrs. Brokaw 
testified that her husband prevented 
her calling even on her own women 
friends, and that his surveillance over 
her was unbearable. 

Overtures for a reconciliation with 
his wife were tentatively made by Mr. 
Brokaw through hig counsel today. 

John F. McIntyre, his attorney, sald: 
“Mr. Brokaw loves his wife dearly 
and is willing to have the suit dis- 
continued in spite of all the charges 
she has made, if she will only return 
to him. He believes his wife has been 
wrongly advised and he is by no means 
in fear of losing the sult.” 

“Such a thing is beyond the range 
of possibility,’”’ dealared James A. 
Blair, Mrs. Brokaw’s father. “They 
never could live together again.”

Physicians state that Mrs. Ohlander 
was the victim of a criminal assault 
just before she was killed. 

150 NEGRO MEN PLACED 
IN THE’POLICE STATION 

One hundred and fifty negro men, 
caught in the meshes of the police 
dragnet through Yamacraw, the negro 
section of the city, 
the police station, the theory of the 
police being that a negro man, hav- 
ing planned an assault upon Mrs. 
OChlander; was compelled to commit 
the other crimes in order to escape. 

Other arrests will be made before 
morning until every negro in the city 
who in any way resembles the descrip- 
tion of a negro who during the last 
three days has been seen frequently 
about the premises of the house of the 
murdered woman is a prisoner. 

Police believe that this negro, using 
an ax taken from the woodshed in 
the rear of the Gribble home, beat 
Mrs. Gribble to death, struck down 
the unknown woman and after assault- 
ing Mrs. Ohlander in the wide, long 
hallway, where the bodies were found, 
finished his terrible work by beating 
in her skull with the weapon. 

AGED WOMAN ATTACED 
WHILE READING PAPER 

Mrs. Gribble evidently was at- 
tacked from behind, as she sat in an 
easy chair reading. On the floor be- 
side her body were found the news- 
paper she was reading and her spec- 
tacles. _ 

It is probable that Mrs. Maggie Hun- 
ter was the first to be struck down; 
that she met the murderer at the door 
as he entered and was struck before 
she could escape. 

Then the murderer, stealthily ap- 
proaching aged Mrs. Gribble, killed 
her. It is believed that Mrs. Ohland- 
er was attacked as she left her room 
to enter the hallway, was assaulted 
and kflled. Mrs. Maggie Hunter’s 
skull was crushed in and her death 
is a matter of but a few hours.

“The United States unjustly condemns 
my administration,” said President 
Zelaya in an interview with a staff 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
today. “I proposed to Secretary of 
State Knox that he submit the case 
to the investigation of a committee of 
his own choosing, agreeing to sur- 
render my rights to the presidency if 
the charges in his letter to Isidoro 
Hezera. former Nicaragua minister to 
the United States, were sustained. 
Secretary Knox has not replied. 

“Defenseless against the hostility of 
a powerful nation, I must submit, al- 
though I have been condemned un- 
heard. 

“The hostility of the United States,” 
continued President Zelaya, “is due to 
the machinations of Senor Cabrera, 
president of Guatemala, whom I re- 
in 1906 to join in an offensive 
alllance of Central 
America against Mexico and thereby 
thwarted his efforts to establish a 
virtual dictatorship in Central Ameri- 
ca. Since then Cabrera has pursued me 
with relentless enmity, poisoning the 
public mind against me. p 

“While I am ready to surrender the 
presidency,” continued President Zela- 
ya, “I cannot do it precipitately, as it 
would result in uprisings by several 
factions, each of which is eager to 
secure power.

Sensational Evidence Is Given 
Showing Extent of This Evil. 
Recommendations Contem- 
plate Closer Scrutiny Into Ad- 
mission of Alien Women. 


Washington, December 10.—All but 
incredibly revolting are the dist “sures 
of an international system of ti ffic 
in women, contained in the r@port on 
the so-called “white slave trade” sub- 
mitted to congress today by the 
United States immigration commission. 

When the report was presented in 
the house of representatives today by 
Congressman Bennet, of New York, 
Champ Clark, the minority leader, ob- 
jected to its being printed as a house 
document, but later withdrew his ob- 
jection. It was promptly renewed by 
Mr, Sabath, of Illinois. Mr. Fitzgerald, 
of New York, wanted to know if the 
report contained sensational matter 
like he implied was contained in the 
report of the Roosevelt homes commis- 
sion, upon which Mr. Bennet evoked 
laughter by the tart reply: 

“All matter calculated to appeal to 
your mind has been eliminated.” 

Recommendations Are Made. 

The report begins with an introduc- 
tion explaining. the nature of the 
“white slave” traffic, and concludes 
with a series of recommendations, 
mostiy of an administrative character. 

The commission says that the effect 
of the importation of immoral women 
into this country is one of increased 
degradation and death for the women 
and of contamination and corruption 
by means of the spread of disease to 
others. 

The importations came from all 
countries, France leading, and the 
Chinese and Japanese making up the 
majority of these coming in by way 
of the Pacific coast. 
procurers are of foreign birth. The 
“market” price varies from $300 to

BULL BROKERS PREVENT 
MORE VIOLENT ADVANCE 
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the |Markets Continue in an Excited 


State Up to the Close, With 
Estimates That 500,000 Bales 
Had Changed Hands in the 
Last Hour --- July Closes at 
15.74. 


New York, December 10.—Not since 
the Sully boom of 1904 has the New 
York cotton exchange witnessed a 
more sensational scene or a& more 
spectacular rise in prices than oc- 
curred today with the announcement 
of the government crop report. 

With the galleries crowded with vis- 
itors from the south, augmented by 
friends and relatives of operators and 
other interested spectators, the mar- 
ket soared to a new high record for 
the season, with gains of more than $2 
a bale over yesterday. Both the May 
and the July options touched the high 
mark of 16.80, both gaining approx- 
imately 42 points over yesterday's 
close. 

Bulls Stop Advance. 

Bull brokers prevented a more vid- 
lent advance, as they had distributed 
heavy sellers’ orders every 5 points up 
from 15.55 for May and July. They sold 
enormously, supplying the demand of 
shorts and also the inrush of buying 
orders from Wall street, Chicago and 
southern operators, and the local and 
New England dry goods interests. The 
markets continued in an excited state 
up to the close, with estimates that 
500,000 bales had changed hands 
the last hour. May closed at 15.67, and 
July at 16.74. 

It was exactly 2 o’clock when the 
news came from Washington shat the 
government estimate was only 10,088,- 
000 bales, the smallest crop since 1903, 
Immediately there was a tremendous 
rush of buying orders. Orders poured 
in from the world over, and prices 
jumped from 20 to 30 points in the 
first transactions.

Last trades made just before the re- 
port was announced were on the 
basis of 15.50 for May. The next sales 
were made at 15.70, an advance of $1 
a bale. This was followed by tremen- 
dous trading both ways and by rapid 
fluctuations.

Officers Named at Rivers 
and Harbors Meeting. 


Resolutions Are Adopted Call- 
ing Upon States’ and Munici- 
palities to Preserve and to 
Protect Their Docks and 
Landing Facilities. 


Washingtcn, December 19.—Joseph 
FE. Ransdell, member of congress from 
Louisiana, was today reelected presi- 
de1:t of the National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress. Capt. J. F., Billison, 
of Cincinnati, was reelected secretary- 
treasurer. Through resolutions, the 
convention declared for a new depart- 
ment for tMe treatment of waterways 
improvements, and for regular annual 
appropriations for the speedy comple- 
tion of waterway projects now under 
construction to be paid out of current 
revenues if possible; otherwise for the 
sale of bonds. 

The resolutions also call upon states 
and municipalities to preserve and 
protect their dock and landing facili- 
ties, without which the improved chan- 
nel would be crippled in its useful- 
ness. 

Johuson Makes Report. 
R. Johnson, 
Pennsylvania, special 
representative of the National Rie 
ers and Harbors Congress, with the 
national waterways commission on its 
European trip, made a short report of 
his inspection of European waterways. 

He stated that on the continent of 
Europe it was the policy of the gov- 
ernment to regulate railways so as 
to prevent their making destructive 
warfare upon the waterways. This, he 
said, would have to be done by the 
United States. 

“European countries,¢ he said, “have 
not hesitated to borrow’ funds for 
waterways where borrowing was nec- 
essary to economy. Nor should we 
hesitate. We ought, however, to bor- 
row only when it is evident that a 
great and worthy. project cannot be 
executed promptly from current reve- 
nues.” 

Hie said that there were but two 
ways in which the money so borrowed 
should be paid back. One was by 
charging tolls and dues for the use 
of the waterways and the other to get 
funds by general taxation. 

$800,000 Fund in Bank. 

Secretary and Treasurer Ellison re- 
ported upwards of $8,000 in the bank, 
which he deplored because he believed 
that such a national association 
should have little or no money saved 
up, in order that the work of educa- 
ticn might go on. 

Special Director Fox urged a wider 
educational movement and a larger 
publicity in carrying the propaganda 
into the interior of the country. 

Field Secretary 8. A. Thompson em. 
phasized the needs of cooperation 
throughout all sections so that “the

James E. Smith, of. St. Louis, chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions, 
reported by unanimous consent of the 
ccemmittee that the resolutions would 


‘go to the president of the congress, 


as a report from a great business or- 
ganization. 

He believed further that the’ great 
waterways of the country should be} 
developed before “Dreadnoughts” need 
be built to fight imaginary foes. 

Resolutions Are Adopted. 

The resolutions were unanimously 
adopted and a committee appointed, 
with James E. Smith as chairman, and 
including the chairmen of the state 
deiegations, to present them to the 
president of the United States, the 
vice president and the speaker of the 
house. 

The resolutions appeal to congress 
for an appropriation of $50,000,000 for 
river and harbor work and $50,000,000 
annually for ten years thereafter; ex- 
press the belief that the rivers and 
harbors bill should be placed on an 
equal footing with the other great ap- 
propriation bills, and condemn what 
is declared to be the present method 
of appropriation, whereby the river 
and harbor bill carries only what may 
remain after the other budgets have 
been authorized. 

It is declared that unless the water- 
ways of the United States are so im- 
proved as to provide the proper trans- 
portation facilities, this country can- 
not hope to increase its domestic com- 
merce or extend its foreign commerce, 
as it should, or to take advantage 
of the opening of the Panama canal, 
in order to compete with the markets 
of the world. 

The resolution suggests the creation 
of a bureau of public works, with a 
cabinet officer at its head, to have 
charge of river and harbor improve- 
ment and other work &f a similar 
character. The bill pending in con- 
gress for an increase of the engineer 
corps is indorsed.

Justices Heard Argumients of 

Attorneys Without Asking a 
uestion---Contentions of Mr. 
cLendon and Mr. Gray. 


The McLendon suspension case was 
reached in the supreme court of Geor- 
gia and argument begun before a ful! 
bench on yesterday. An extension of 
time was asked by the counsel for Jo- 
seph F. Gray, the plaintiff in error, 
and to this the counsel for S. G. Mc- 
Lendon agreed, so it is probable the 
argument will continue for three or 
four hours this morning. 

A notable array of legal talent at- 
tended the hearing of the case. Judges 
A. J. Cobb, J. R. Lamar, W. A. Lit- 
tle, and John S. Candler, and Colonel 
Will D. Thomson, of the firm of Cand- 
lers, Thomson & Hirsch, appeared for 
Mr. McLendon. Garrard & Meldrim, 
end Hitch & Denmark, appeared for 
Mr. Gray. There were no visitors in 
the courtroem. 

Mr. Garrard, of Savannah, made the 
opening argument, being followed by 
Mr. Thomson. Mr. Hitch followed for 


the side of the plaintiff. Judge An- 
drew J. Cobb will begin his argument 
when court convenes at 9 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning. Judge John S. Cand- 
ler will follow him for the McLendon 
side, and General Peter W. Meldrim 
will close for the side of Mr. Gray. 
No New Facts Produced, 

No new facts or arguments were 
brought out in the arguments. The 
case is too well known to need repe- 
tition, Briefly it involves the dischargs 
by former Governor Smith of 8S. Guyt 
McLendon from the office of railroad 
commissioner, to which office he was 
elected by vote of the people in Oc- 
tober, 1906, for a term of six years, 
dating from October 15, 1907. Mr. Mc- 
Lendon was suspended from office on 
June 24, 1909. On the following day 
Governor Smith sent a message to 
the legislature, giving his reasons for 
his action. 

Subsequently each house of the gen- 
eral assembly, acting separately, ap- 
proved the discharge order. 

Governor Brown accepting the action 
of the general assembly as closing the 
incident, on August 21, 1909, appointed 
Joseph F. Gray, of Savannah, to fill 
the unexpired term to which Mr. Mce- 
Lendon had been elected. A commis- 
sion was issued to Mr. Gray and he! 
began to execute the duties of the 
office of railroad commissioner. Mr. 
McLendon continued to report at the 
office daily, insisting that his remov- 
ai was illegal and that he was ready 
end willlime to continue his duties. 

Mr. McLendon next filed in the home 
county of Mr. Gray an application for 
leave to file information in the nature 
of a writ of quo warranto against Mr. 
Gray. The information was filed 
and at the hearing on October 25, be- 
fore the superior court of Chatham | 
county, Mr. Gray filed a demurrer, a 
plea of estoppel and an information. 
No issue of fact was raised and finally 
a writ of ouster was issued. The case 
came before the supreme court on a 
bill of exceptions, assigning error. 

Position of Mr. McLendon. 

Counsel for Mr. McLendon, the de- 
fendant in error in this case, contend 
(1) that that portion of the act of 1879 
permitting the suspension and remov- 
al of a railroad commissioner was un- 
constitutional and void at the time of 
its enactment; (2) that if not origin- 
ally unconstitutional, it was repealed 
by the act of 1906, ~providing for the 
election of railroad commissioners by 
the people, or by the act of 1907, re- 
vising the entire railroad commission 
law; (3) that even if originally con- 
stitutional, the act provided only for 
removal for “cause,” and that the govy- 
ernor and legislature erred in remov- 
ing Mr. MéLendon without cause; (4) 
that even if the act of 1879 permittéd 
removal at the pleasure of the gover- 
nor, the act was not complied with 
in the McLendon case, because (a) the 
suspencion was not made while the 
legislature was in session, (b) the gen- 
eral assembly considereq the matter 
outside of the reasons for the 4dis- 
charge given by the governor, (c) that 
the removal resolution ha& never been 
approved by the governor dg pro- 
vided for in the constitution. 

Counsel for Mr. Gray dehy these as- 
sertions, and base their case on the 
legality of the acts of 1879, as amend- 
ed by subsequent acts; and declare 
that the law was fully complied with 
in the action of the governor and sub- 
sequently approved by each house of 
the general assembly. 

Counsel have joined in asking the 
supreme court for as speedy a de- 
termination of the case as possible. 

Throughout the argument during the 
afternoon, not a single justice on the 
bench interrupted any of the counsel 
to ask a question, which would in- 
dicate the trend of mind of the court.

After a canvass that took in every 
section of the county, she came back 
with five signatures. The governor 
reminded her of his promise and said 
he could not consider the case on the 
showing made. It had already been 
before the prison commission, which 
had declined to act. 

Last Saturday she reported at the 
executive office with nine signatures. 

“Do you think that will do?” she 
asked Executive Secretary Brantley. 

“That’s a majority,” said Mr. Brant- 
ley, “but it wouldn't hurt to get all 
the jurymen you can.” 

On yesterday the aged mother en- 
tered the governor's office with a 
gleam of triumph in her faded old 
eyes. She laid before him a petition 
signed by twelve jurymen. 

The governor carefully surveyed the 
paper and signed an order which gave 
her the greatest Christmas present 
she could ask—her son’s freedom. 

The change of sentiment on part of 
the jury of twelve, induced him to 
commute the two years’ sentence to 
the present term of service. 

Mrs. S. E. Evans, for that was the 
name of the mother who had tramped 
50 miles to secure the signatures that 
saved her. boy, went away happy. 

Dean was convicted about ten 
months ago on a charge of burglar- 
izing Gans’ store on Mitchell street. 
Goods taken from the store were found 
in. his possession. He proved an alibi, 
however. Robert Speer and his wife 
were spending the night at Mrs. Evans’ 
home when the burglary occurred, and 
testified that Dean did not leave home.

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~~ REFORM IN JUDICIAL PROCEDURE. 
Consensus of the best opinion throughout the country, in public and pri- 
vate life, in national and state counsels, among thinking men and observers 


everywhere, stresses the urgent necessity for reform in the procedure of our 
courts and the judicial administration of the laws. 

More substance and less form was the burden of a clear and convinc- 
ing address by, Judge Henry C. Hammond, of Augusta, recently delivered 
before the Atlanta Bar Association, and upon which ‘he Constitution made 


|commendatory comment. 


. President Taft, in his message to congress, in urging the appdintment 
of a commission to examine the entire procedure of the federal courts 
with a view to simplifying it and expediting litigation, took occasion ‘o re- 
peat forcibly views which he expressed in a recent speech. Procedure in 
the federal courts should furnish an example for the state courts, he says. 


His criticism, in part, follows: 

‘ The deplorable delays in the administration of civil and criminal 
law have received the attention of committees of the American Bar 
Association and of many state bar associations, as well as the con- 
sidered thought of judges and jurists. In my judgment, a change in 
judicial procedure, with a view to reducing its expense to private liti- 
gants in civil cases and facilitating the dispatch of business and final 
decision in both civil and criminal cases, constitutes the greatest need 
in our Amertcan institutions. I do not doubt for one moment that 
much of the lawlesg violence and cruelty exhibited in lynchings is 
directly due to the uncertainties and injustice growing out of the de- 
lays in trials, judgments, and the executions thereof by our courts. 
Of course these remarks apply quite as well to the administration of 
justice in state courts as to that in federal courts, and without making 
invidious distinction, it is, perhaps; not too much to say that, speaking 
generally, the defects are less in the federal] courts than in the state 
courts. But thev are very great in the federal courts. The expedition 
with which business is disposed of both on the civil and the criminal 
‘side of English ccurts under modern rules of procedure makes the de- 
lays in Our courts seem archaic and barbarous. 


While it is, perhaps, true in many respects that the evils complained 
of are greater in the state courts than in those of the United States, one 
of the chief critizisms brought against the latter—the burdensome and 
sometimes prohibitive expense to litigants of small means—does not apply 
with equal force to the average state courts. 

That is a matter which needs correction, but of far greater import and 
concern to socicty generally is the question of such prompt and effective 
cdministration of the law as will compel respect for it and obedience 
to it. s . 

What is nected is such administration as will deter the criminal and 
restrain the mob; which will make punishment for unquestioned guilt so 
sure and speedy that incentive to mob rule and action will wholly dis- 
appear. 

With the best of modern thought a unit upon this subject, and with 
demand for remedy growing more and more forceful, it is difficult to under- 
stand the inactivity of legislatures in bringing about admittedly essential 
reforms. . 

Can it be true, as Judge Hammond charges, that general judiciary com- 
mittees are the graveyards of legal reform in Georgia and other states? 

Though the charge may be well founded, it cannot be doubted that a 
sufficiently determined and insistent public demand will produce a resur- 
roaction rich in good results.

We keep saying, parrot-like, ‘Back to the land,” but they are not 
going back to the land. .And unless we can find some way to keep the 
young men on the farms, and to train them to the end of making farm- 
ing a scientific business, we shall fail in finding a solution for the 
gravest problem of our day. 


Shall we feed ourselves or shall we pay others to feed us? 

Shall we make up the deficit of our tables from abroad at an enormous 
cost, or shall we fill our own pantries from our own acres and sell the 
surplus at a handsome profit?

SEWANEE PROFESSOR 
DELIGHTS AUDIENCES 


Prof. William Norman Guthrie 
Talks on Classics an 


Other Books. 


At the Boys’ High school, on las 
Wednesday, by invitation of the prin- 
cipal, W. F. Dykes, Professor William 
Norman Guthrie, of Sewanee, ad 
dressed the graduating class on “Wha 
Is a Classic?” He made it clear that 
other things being equal, of two books 
man preferred the newest; but that 
other things were not equal, and that 
a Classic was, therefore, a book that 
was still read and enjoyed in spite of 
being old. 

He declared that contemporary books 
should be judged by some principle 
other than fashion or private whim. 
Since the classic is the book that is 
reread, if we can ascertain what causes 
a book to be reread, we shall have a 
criterion for all practical purposes. He 
showed why we read a book: cu- 
riosity, sensational interest, flattery of 
our vanity, none of which operate 
equally well a second or a third time. 
He showed that a book is reread be- 
cause it evinces mastery of its stuff 
or subject matter, agreeable disposi- 
tion of it, construction for ready 
memory, style representing both the 
stuff @nd the man, modern anticipa- 
tion of the course of human progress, 
and last of all,aggressiveness, so that 
we read into it and thus out of it 
more than there is in it. 

These characteristics belong to all 
classics in a measurable degree. Ex- 
amples were given of the application 
of the criterion, and the lecture closed 
with the practical advice to read only 
the best, as, by our serious reading, 
we build up our being for good or ill. 

On Thursday, December 9, at the 
home of Mrs. George B. Hinman. presi- 
dent of the Woman's Club, Mr. Guthrie 
met a number of representative ladies, 
and delivered an informal address on 
university extension, its history, aims 
and methods. After the address there 
was a lively discussion of plans for 
beginning an active movement next 
year in Atlanta, to prepare for which 
Mr. Guthrie is expected to return here 
in April next, for the delivery of a 
lecture on Hendrik Ibsen, the father of 
the modern drama.

GHT PROMISED 
QVER RAILROADS 


First Gun Fired in Washing- 
ton by Senator 


Cummins. 


Washington, December 10.—A con- 
troversy over railroad legislation will 
be precipitated in congress this winter, 
which, in intensity of interest and 
gravity of importance, promises to. 
surpass the legislative conflict over 
raiiroad rates four years ago. 

The first gun was fired today by 
Senator Cummins, of Iowa, introducing 
a bill proposing radical changes in the 
interstate commerce act. In @ large | 
sense the Cummins measure is @ prac- 
tical substitute for the present inter- 
state c@mmerce act. It is expected that 
a measure proposing amendments to 
the existing law will be introduced ! 
early in January by Senator BDlkins, 
and will differ from the Cummins bill 
in many important details. 

In brief. the Cummins bill requires 
the interstate commerce commission to 
promulgate a uniform classifica- 
tion of freight and to prepare a plan 
for the statement of freight rates which 
shall hereafter be made in a uniform 
wey. The carriers are required to 
adopt this ciassification. 

The commission is authorized to con-, 
sider rates on its own motion with a 
view to determining their reasonable- 
ness, and is empowered to fix maxi- 
mum and minimum rates. If any ac- 
tion instituted in court to set aside an 
order of the commission respecting 
the courts are prevented from 
inquiring into the reasonableness or 
sufficiency of any rate fixed by the 
commission. 

The bili provides that changes in 
rates shall not become effective until 
ther are approved by the commission. 
Acquisition of control of any- parallel 
competing line is prohibited and so is 
acquiring the capital stock or bonds 
of any other carrier that is a com- 
petitor. 

By the terms of the bill a carrier is 
prohibited from issuing any capital 
stock without a payment at par either 
in money or in property. In effect, the. 
commission shall have supervision of 
issues of stocks and bonds by any car- 
rier. Specific directions.are given for 
the disposition of the proceeds of any 
sale of bonds. 

After January 1, 1911, no carrier doing 
interstate businésg shall be permitted 
to engage in any other business than 
that of a common carrier.

Frankfort, Ky., December ‘'10.—The 
:ourt of appeals, in a decision handed 
jown today, abolished bookmaking at 
the Latonia race track and put an end 
to that form of betting on horse races 
im the state of Kentucky. The case 
was that of the Kentucky racing com- 
mission against the Latonia Agricul- 
tural Association and came up on ap- 
peal from Kenton county. 

The appeal involved the constitu- 
tionality of the racing regulation act 
of 1906. The court says the intention 
of the legislature was to foster “a 
great industry which has gained for 
the state much celebrity and which has 
been a source of considerable profit to 
breeders of thoroughbreds.” The court 
went into a lengthy review of the uses 
of the horse and of racing for several 
centuries and says:

Races Run for Amusement. 

“The thoreughbred is pre-eminently 
a race horse. Races are run mainly 
for amusement. While purses, cups 
and other trophies are awarded to win- 
ners, and are no doubt valuable in- 
.ducements to the owners, so far as the 
public is concerned, it is the exhibi- 
tion of skill, speed and intelligent 
courage that attracts the patrons of 
the race course. Attendant upon this 
sport there has always been more or 
less wagering on the result of the 
races. Sometimes the practice grows 
to such proportions as to constitute 
a public nuisance. 

“There is great temptation to fraud 
by the bettors of heavy stakes, as by 
buying jockeys, doctoring horses and 
other pernicious practices, scandals 
result. They have arisen in the past 
and again recently. Whether to stop 
racing altogether or to regulate it so 
as to exclude the objectionable fea- 
tures was the problem . before the 
legislature.” 

The court tells of the stringent legis- 
lation against gambling, including 
betting on horse racing, but how the 
legislature excepted race tracks from 
the operation of the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem of betting and says: — 

“So, recently, public opinion has de- 
manded a cessation of the betting evil 
upon the race course. Whether it was 
a moral spasm, as some term it, it 
had the precedent of being a spasm 
which the government had the power 
to respect.”

[REVIEW OF THE MARKETS; 


COTTON, SUGAR AND RICE 


New York, December 10.—COTTON— 
It has been an exciting week in the 
cotton market, with new high records 
and a widening out of the specula- 
tion. Liverpool, after weeks of le- 
thargy, finally has woke up. Its spot 
sales are treble what they were a short 
time ago. The receipts at the posts 
and interior towns have recently fall- 
en off sharply, and the ginning report 
last Wednesday was regarded as 
very bullish document. Naturally, it 
showed a marked falling off in’ the 
ginning, compared with last year, but 
it was also compared with the _ fig- 
ures of two years ago, when the crop 
was 11,441,269 bales. It was the signal 
for aggressive buying, not only by bull 
leaders, but also by outsiders. The be- 
lievers in higher prices have been 
encouraged also by a better stock 
market, the pacific character of the 
president’s message. a reduction in 
the Bank of England's rate of dis- 
count, a rise in silver in London, ad- 
vancing spot markets at the south, 
the cold wave at the south, and the 
failure of the Egyptian crop. In addi- 
tion, there has been a better demand 
at New York for cotton gaods. The 
reports of large dry goods concerns 
have been of a very cheerful character. 
Spot sales at the south have increased 
somewhat. There is @ demand, it 
seems, even for some of the lower 
grades in the New York stock. Wall 
street, Chicago, New Orleans and Liv- 
erpool have all been buyers. There has 
been a noticeable expansion of the 
speculation. On the other hand, many 
believe that 15c amply discounts any- 
thing of a bullish character in the 
general situation. In fact, some peo- 
ple of experience consider the present 
price altogether too high. Spinners 
continue to fight the advance by hold- 
ing aloof as much as possible. Dis- 
mal reports of the spread of curtail- 
ment in Europe are constantly being 
received, and the yarn trade at Phila- 
delphia is reported stagnant. 

Though the stock here is not in- 
creasing as fast as has been predicted, 
still there is some increase almost 
daily, and it is now nearly double what

all along by the leading independents 
for prompt shipments. The move was 
generally interpreted as designed to 
help business, since old contracts are 
about closed up, but if so, it failed its 
mark, aS distributors persist in their 
holding off policy. The refiners are 
closing down, and weekly meltings are 
now not more than 25,000 tons at the 
four Atlantic ports. Spot supplies of 
raw Sugars are small. It is suggested 
that refiners reduced prices for the de- 
pressing effect on Cuban raw _ sugar, 
now that grinding is Setting active.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, December 10.—Brad- 
street’s tomorrow will say that colder 
weather and the nearer approach of 
the holidays have stimulated trade 
quite generally throughout the north 
and west and even helped southern 
trade, especially in the western part 
of the cotton states.
